The mayor and conneil are under
stood to be heartliy in favor of the
movement, and that wsctive steps
toward Its insuguration are to be
tuken at once,

No defluite estimates ns  to cost
have yot been obtained, bat it is
stuted roughly that the system will
cost mbhout 820,000, though these
figures cannot be relied upon. Nor
in it yot determined how the money
will be rulsed, whether by bonds or
nesessments, The eity  ordinances
provide that bonde may be (ssued for
such purposes, or that sewer distriets
mauy be created and the property
owners taxed In proportion to the
relative bonefits derived.  Aws It will

tuke some time to bulld » sewer
systom, and the work ean better be
prosescuted during the summer
months, it Is probable the couneil
will net ut ones,
